A  Gist  of  an  Address  of  Instruotions  Mado  by  the 
Division  Commander  at  his  First  Imppootlon

a*  The  authorities  of  a  regimental  district  are  responsible 
for  Intlmato  relation  between  the  local  people  and  the  Army 
athoritles.  Therefore  by  understanding  the  true  intentions 
of  the  latter  in  consideration  of  the  condition,  disposition, 
thought  and  peculiarity  of  tho  former,  they,  should  do  thoit  • 
best  to  work  for  full  understanding  and  cooperation. 

b.  Tho  Army  intends,  as  I  instructed  tho  officers  hero  on 
my  orrival  at  lAGOSHIMA  yesterday,  not  only  to  win  a  vmr  but 
ot  tho  same  time  to  absorb  tho  virtue  of  tho  Japanese  Empire 
and  show  it  to  tho  world. 

This  is  in  accordance  with  tho  august  will  of  tho  Imperial 

family,  and  also  with  tho  spirit  of  our  state  and  nation. 

Accordingly,  it  is  bettor  to  be  admirod  in  defeat  than  to  bo 
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hated  in  victory.  This  tho  august  will  of  tho  Emperor.  It 
is  necessary  for  us  to  cultivate  virtue  in  accerdanoo  with  the 
original  Japaneso  spirit  and  realize  it  even  in  defeat.  Unless 
you  deal  with  tho  local  poonlc  with  such  a  frame  of  mind,  your 
purpose  will  never  bo  attained.  Therefore,  in  ofdor  to  realize 
tho  Emperor's  virtue,  it  is  necessary  for  you  fully  to  study 
tho  foundation  of  Japan  and  tho  policy  of  tho  Imperial  family. 
With  this  in  view  you  should  contact  tho  people.
